move of the plutocratic bosses of mod- 
ern Republicanism wilt be in the direc- 
tion of establishing a monarcy and 
heridltary titles. But before this por- 
tion of their scheme is announced a 
large standing army must be provided, 
and that the Congress just elected will 
be appealed to furnish 


consider his candidate's defeat at the 
polls sufficient to relieve him of any 
implied obligation that such indore- 
ment might impose.

ColoneJ Hardeaty further said : 
"I understand that a certain paper 


will shortly publish a ballnt, and ask 
the people of Elko county to vote for 
one of the candidates whose name ap- 
pears on the ticket.

I onme out fairly and 
squarely for Stewart when I accepted 
the nomination of tho Silver party of 
Elko county for State Senator, and in 
every town »nd valley that I visited 
during the campaign, I declared myself 
a Stewart man and was elected. Ttio 
majority of the voters of Elko county 
knew howl stood on the Senatorial 
question and they voted for me." 


The Colonel's bead was certainly 


level upon that proposition. The issue 
was squarely made for and against 
Stewart in every county in the State, 
and the question was settled so far as 
ay the people were concerned, with the 
cloaiujj of the polls. The practice of 
holding post-election elections, to "get 
the sense of the people" is worse than 
a farce. The idea of interested parties 
going around with petitions upon a 
matter which was decided at an elec- 
tion conducted under our State lnws is 
not only ridiculous but absolutely 
criminal, for it is at least an indirect 
attempt to override the laws relative 
to a secret ballot, and substitute for 
them a farcical method which no more 
expresses the will of the people than 
the ulamors of a sandlot mob reflected 
the sentiments of a majority of the 
people of California. Few of the hon- 
est and Intelligent people would cast 
guoh votes, as they bad sufficiently ex- 
pressed their preferences through their 
ballot a »t the polls. A large majority 
would be cast by such fellows as bold 
out for a "piece "at the elections aod 
u tea-CBUt drink would induce a ma- 
jority of them to vota as the canvasser 
directed. If any other candidate was 
to receive teu times as many votes ns 
Stewart by a process which admits of 
the grossest frauds, with no attaching 
penalty, Colonel Hurdesty would be 
perfectly right in ignoring the whole 
busiaess and voting for the man of bis 
choice or whom he considers it his duty 
to support. 


If such a system is to prevail and 


legislators lire to be influenced by the 
"voice of the people," expressed in 
such ille«nl manner, we had batter re- 
paa! our elect ion laws as more expen- 
sive, and eleot all of our officers in the 
manner adopted by tue papera that 
are publishing blank ballots for people 
to fill as their choice for United States 
Senator. 


There is such a blank being pub- 


lished in K paper in Lincoln county, 
the editor of which, if we are not mis- 
taken, was elected ou the Democratic 
anti-Stewart ticket for the Assembly. 
If the lines were equnrely drawn any- 
where in the State upon Stewart.it was 
in that county, and the election of a 
Democratio legislator with the platform 
upon which he ran, WES 
evidence 


enough that those who voted for him 
expected him ut least not to vote for 
the corporation candidate. There in no 
more sense in tliia post election hum- 
bug than in '" straw" balloting for 
President on a railway train two months 
after a Presidential election,

A QUEER CALCULATION. 


he Power Tlmt Would Be Reunited 


to Move ike Earth. 


Statisticians sometimes have queer 


deas. One of tliem bas amused himself 
y calculating how ranch energy, water 
na coal it would take to move the 
ftrth a foot, supposing that it was snb- 
eoted throughout its mass to a foroe 
equivalent to terrestrial gravitation. 
This is a gratuitous supposition, for In 
ipite of its enormous mass the earth 
weighs nothing. 
Starting with the iaot that the earth's 


mass is about 6,100 million-raillion- 
million tons, our statistician calculates 
that wo should require 70,000,000,000 
years for a 10,000 horsepower ou- 
rine to move our globe^/a foot. The 
boiler that should feetf this engine 
would vaporize a quantity of water that 
would cover the whole face of the globo 
with a layer 300 feet deep. The vapori- 
zation of this water would require 4,000 
million-million tons of coal. This coal 
carried in cars holding teu tons each 
and having a total length of SO -feet, 
would require 400 million-million care 
which would reach 80,000,000 times 
around the earth. This train, inovmj 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour, would 
lake more than 5,000,000 years to trav 
orse its own length. It would requir 
for storage a shed that would cove 
1,000 
times the area of Europe. 


If we realize that this fantastically 


huge amount of energy is nothing at all 
compared with what the earth possesses 
in virtue of its rotation about its axis, 
its revolution about the sun, and its 
translation in space with the solar sys- 
tem, of which the earth is but au in- 
finitesimal part and which itself is but 
an infinitesimal part of the universe, 
we may get some idea of the importance 
of man in the universaand estimate his 
incommensurable pride at its just value. 
—Nature.

vacant lot in ttie suburbs and see from 
five to twenty-five Indians indulging 
in their daily pastime of playing cards. 
As this keeps them off the streets and 
away from business places, oar officers 
have not the inclination to put the 
city to the expense of feeding them for 
ten days by placing them under arrest. 


It cannot be said, however, that the 


groups of Indians on vacant lots en- 
gaged in the alluring sport of "Piute 
poker" are a desirable addition to our 
local attractions.
